On e:quiry at the G.P.O. this morning, we 
were informed that some forged Egyptian 
money orders, to the amount of £8,000, had 
been detected in the Italian postel service. 
After an exchange of telegrams between that 
service and the G.P.0., Alexandria, all means 
were taken to stop payment and arrest the 
forger. According to a telegram received by the 
postal aathorities last night, this had been 
done, and the man, who gives the name of R. 
George Bey, is at present under examination: 

Sach a name as George Bey is unknown 

among the employés of the Egyptian Postal 
| Administration, and it is therefore considered 
to huve been falsely assumed. The man arrested 
is probably of local origin, and he may have 
issued the méney ordera here and then left the 
country for Italy in order to cash them.

FAREWELL BANQUET. 


Mr. J. M. Robertson, M. P., whose visit to 
Egypt has aroused so much interest among 
the native.popalation, was entertained at a 
farewell dinner at the Grand Continental 
Hotel, Cairn, last night. . 

At the conolnsion of an excellent repast, 
Mr. Hafiz Dawad delivered the following post- 
prandial oration: — 

“It has been my good fortane to have seen 
and associated munch with Mr. Robertaon 
daring his stay in our country, and now, I 
think, it is my duty to convey to him at this 
moment, when we are expressing our farewell 
grestings, the pleasure and gratitude felt by all 
my compatriots who had the privilege of meet- 
ing and speaking with him ; and appreciating 
his high qualities and noble aime. 

“I take this opportonity to assare Mr. 
Robertson that these Egyptians will never 

‘forg® the days, hours or even momenta which 
it was their good fortuné to have spent in his 
company and in conversing with him, I am 
sure it leaves in them a memory which they 
will forever cherish and it will be always 
mingled with their loyalty to and love for their 
ocuntry, ; 

‘I expressly desire'to refrain on this occasion 
from indalging in politios, for anything of the 
sort might be misinterpreted, and thereby injare 
the cause which we desire to serve, namely, 
to farther the sdvancement of Egypt by eatab- 
lishing harmonious relations between the 
Eoglich and oor own nation, and to obtain the 
right and nataral share for our people in the 
government of their country. 

“Taleo wish to tuke this opportunity of 
assuring Mr, Robertson that he haa, already 
daring his too short visit to Egypt, rendered 
his sountry a great service by leaving in the 
hearts of the Egyptians the best example for 
the noble character of the English nation. 
Gentlemen I ask to driok to the health of our 
honoured guest.” 

Mr. Robertson replied as follows :-— 

“Iu thanking you for the ex'remely kind 
sentiments expressed by my frievud Hafiz 
Effe:di Awad, with which you so amiably 
associate yourselvar, I will first take the oppor. 
tdnity to express my deep sense of obligation 
to Hafis Bffsndi bimsalf for all he has done to 
make my stay in Egypt both pleasant and in- 
straotive. Bat for his constant help, I ocoald 
not. have seen or learned the greater part of 
what I have seen and learned from my inter- 
course with Egyptians of all grades and my 
perambalations in the country. H» has been 
my guide, philosopher’ and friend in Egypt. 
He has enabled me, above all things, to know | 
men with whom I could not othérwise have, 
couversed, and whose friendship I am glad to 
have gained and he has baen himself a constant 
soerce of light to me. . ; 


“As he has said, we are not here'to-night to | 


discoss in detail the problenis of politi:s; bot 
to teatify to each othar onr mautaal regard, 
and onr common aspirations. As you are aware, 
I hold the well-being ot my own codntry to be 
involved in the well-being of those with which 
she is connected, and I am in sympathy with | 
you not only on the score of the great moral | 
law of reciprocity, bat because of my conviction | 
that whatever Eigland can do to promote your 
social and political progress will redound to 
her own advantage. 

_“Andin saying this] am conscious of ex- 
pressing the feelings of those whom I regard 
as the best among my countrymen. The fact 
that others of my coontrymen may be opposed 
to me is for me of no special importance. In 
every. healthy commanity, men aré daily being 
divided on'questions concerning theméelves : 
if. they were to be wholly at one on questions 
concerning foreigners it would be a cause for 
suspicion rather than for satisfaction as to the 


“What you and 1 alike stand for to-night is 
the great principle of good-will batween nations 
—that principle which is more and more do- 
mioating the thaoghta of politicians. in 
all civilised oountries. We British Liberals 
are satisfied that the better the nations 
know each other the better friends they 
will be, and if Englishmen feel this with regard 
to the people ot France, Germany and Russia, 
how could they fail to acknowledge it in regard 
to the people of Egypt, with whom they 
have been eo long and so intimately con- 
nected? 1 am convinced that they will 
more and more respond to the needs of the 
situation as it now exists. We, who are here, 
seek to rise above misunderatandings and to 
rectify the errors of the psst. I have no 
title to speak for the suthorities, but I have 
the right 92 a British citizen \to say. that I 
know multitudes of my countrymen have no 
stronger. wish in your regard than to under- 
stand your needs and your appeals to deal 
with you as friends; to remedy your jast 
grievances ; and to: realise as faras may be 
and as 8000 as may bs yoar reasonable aspira- 
tions. 

“‘3o mag it be. You on yoar part will not 
refuse to recognise the difficulties of our task. 
Bat where thére is mutnal goodwil!, such diffi- 
culties are in time surmonntable. In the name 
of that matual goodwill and that common hope 
ITark you to drink with me the toast of what 
I will take leave to call ‘The moral health of 
Bgypt.’” 7 

Mr. Edward Dicey, ©.B., then epoke as 
follows : — 

“It is not my intention to say anything 
to-night «bout politics. My reason for so 
abstaining is, fist, that I am rot, sure how 
far my, personal opinions in regard to the 
Egyptian qvestion are in accord. with thobe 
of many, if not moat, of the gnesta ase 
bled at this hospitable board; and I should 
be sorry to disturb in any way the har- 
mony of the meeting. 


mé is almost a second home country, the more 
deeply I have been impressed by the con- 


there lies a gulf, which is impassable from 
one side to the other, 

“All I can fairly ssy for myself is that, 
having been a freqnent visitor to Egypt for 
more years than I like to recall, and having, 
when absent, followed closely the course of 
events in Egypt, I am perhaps better. able 
than most people to jadge of the progress 
made between the years 1868 and 1907. I am 
bound honestly to tell you that daring the 
above period, whatever may be the advance 
of Egypt from a material point of view, the 
moral and political situation seems to me to 
have undergone very little change, 

‘That this should be so is, I believe, not 
so much the fault otf individoals as of natu- 
ral circomstancer. Judging by my own obser- 
vation, I should say that change of any kind 
in Egypt must be very slow, and ‘that any 
change, to be permanent, must be made step 
by step, and be based not on abstract ideas 
bat in accordance with the traditions and 
customs which have prevailed here for countless 
gnerations. 

“T should like, if you woald permit me to 
offer you a word of advice, to remark that one 
of the chief benefits England has derived 
from her peculiar institutions has been that 
politioal difterences are seldom, or never, al- 
lowed to sftect personal relations. We are 
8o used to see parties change their policy, and 
politicians change their party, that we have 
long learned the trath that oor antagonists 
of to-day m»y be our supporters to-morrow, and 
that any real reform mast be based on prac- 
tical expediency,—not on logical principles, 

“On this account, I am glad to be present 
at this meeting, and to bid good-bye to. the 
goest of the evening. It would be difficult, 
probably, to find two men whose political ideas 
are more at variance with one another with 
regard to English politics, than Mr. Malcolm 
Robertson and the homble individual who 
now addresses you. What he and his party 
think right, land my party think wrong. 
Yet, for all this wa meet here—and I have no 
doubt shall meat at home—as friends who-are 
both alike interested in ths Ezyptian qnestion. 
Not knowing preci-ely what his views about 
Ezypt may be except from the interesting dis- 
course to which we have just listened, I sm 
prepared to believe that any views he may 


give utterance to at home are held by him’}. 


after oarefal thought and stady, and are aup- 
ported by the information he has been enabled 
to acquire here daring bis brief visit. 

“T feel equal confi tence that, if the views he

latest, thongh I trast not the last incident.”

After all, it is far pleasanter and 
less troablesome to praise than to blame, and 
there is no reason for incurring the wrath of an 
enraptored -public (who hom and beat time 
ad nauseam) by attacks upon so weak and 
decrepit a thing as this. Let as rather say that 
Sig. de Marchi was in better voice than we 
have yet heard him, although his cold is 
evidently still troubling him, whereby ho is 
at times apt tobe nassl.-We still have an 
expectation of better achievements later on. 
Signa. de Lerma’s Amelia was a very -credit- 
able. and painstakivg affsir, and, if some of 
her high notes show more pewer thin accuracy, 
this was no hindrance to her obtaining a large 
share in the applause which was lavishly 
bestowed.
